Canadian, 
Australian, etc. Among these troops, the casualties have been 
76 per c^snt. Englih and Welsh; 10 per cent Scotch; 6 per cent. 
Irish, and 8 per cent. Canadian, Australians, etc. The English- 
man,, therefore, has not only done nearly three-quarters of the 
fighting for Great Britain but he has done more than three-quar- 
ters "Of the dying. 


jThe disposition of the British forces is a secret, but there 


have been 7,500,000 of them in service since the war began, and 
of this number probably half have been in France. If there have 
been more than that in Ireland, the British troops there have 
almost equalled in number the entire population of the island, 
countirig men, women and children. This sounds like rank flat- 
tery, from a German agent, to the well-known fighting spirit of 
the Irish people. 


All such anti-English stories are a part of the campaign of 


the Kaiserites in America to make us suspect our British Allies. 
There is not a word of truth in any of them.

stock of unmalted grain was requisitioned for bread-stuffs last 
February. 


Of all the men serving in the British army and navy, outside 


of India, Africa, etc., 70 per cent, have been English and Welsh; 
8 per cent. Scotch; 6 per cent. Irish, and 16 per cent. Canadian, 
Australian, etc. Among these troops, the casualties have been 
76 per c^snt. Englih and Welsh; 10 per cent Scotch; 6 per cent. 
Irish, and 8 per cent. Canadian, Australians, etc. The English- 
man,, therefore, has not only done nearly three-quarters of the 
fighting for Great Britain but he has done more than three-quar- 
ters "Of the dying. 


jThe disposition of the British forces is a secret, but there 


have been 7,500,000 of them in service since the war began, and 
of this number probably half have been in France. If there have 
been more than that in Ireland, the British troops there have 
almost equalled in number the entire population of the island, 
countirig men, women and children. This sounds like rank flat- 
tery, from a German agent, to the well-known fighting spirit of 
the Irish people. 


All such anti-English stories are a part of the campaign of 


the Kaiserites in America to make us suspect our British Allies. 
There is not a word of truth in any of them.
